And whereas the Chief Commissioner has also consulted the Advisory Board 
appointed under section 7 of the> said Act in the aforesaid matter as required under 
sub-section (1) of section 10 of the said Act; 


Now, thereforcj in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-clause (b) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 3 read with sub-section 3(a) (ii) and (b) of section 3 of the 
Minimum Wage.s Act, 1948, read with section 4 and sub-section (2) of section 10 
of the said Act, read with the Government of India, Ministry of Labour, Notifica¬ 
tion No. LP-24(1), dated the 16th March, 1949, the Chief Commissioner, after 
considering the advice of the said Committee and after consulting the said Board 
is pleased to order as follows:— 

(1) In supersession of hl.s Notification No, 18/9/52-LAB, dated the 7th October, 
1962, the following minimum rates of wMes as mentioned in the annexure shall 
be payable to the. workers employed in Textile Industry in the town of Beawar 
in the State of Ajmer and that the revised rates of wages shall come into force 
with effect from the 1st September, 1956:— 


ANNEXURE 

Employment in the. Textile Industry in Beawar in the State of Ajmer. 

The following is the revised minimum basic wage and dearness allowance for 
the categories of workers in the Textile Industry at Beawar as shown in the 
Schedules A to D. 

Every individual worker working in the Textile Mills in Beawar (State of 
Aime,-) must be included in one of the occupations mentioned in the four 
sched jles. 

The Employer shall not in the case of any employee reduce his basic wage 
to a fl^re below the basic wage which he is drawing on the date of the notifica¬ 
tion. A flat rate of Rs. 30 per month shall be given as dearness allowance to aU 
the workers enumerated In the Schedules B to D and also to those workers who 
have not been included in the Schedules B to D. The employer shall not change 
designation of any employee in such a way that the basic wage of such an 
employee is reduced.

VIII, Weaving 

For a weaver the. following standard of Basic wages is fixed. This standard 
is determined on the basis of 41.6 pies for weaving 10 yds. of plain (grey) 
cloth on 46 " loom. The standard specifications, for this purpose are taken as 
13 s WARP 13 s WEFT 40 s REED two in a dent and 30 PICKS per inch. Variations 
over these specifications in the form of allowances to be deducted or added are 
provided below. 

Deductions to be made for looms with a lesser reed space: i per cent, to be 
deducted per inch below 45 inches upto 24 inches. 

Allowance for looms with a greater Reed Space: For Looms above 45 " the 
allowances to be added from 45 " to 50 " at li per cent, per inch. And additional 
allowance of 2 J% per inch for 51 " and 52 " and a further addition of 24 per cent. 
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per inch from 63 " to 64 " and a further addition of 3 per cent, per inch from 
65 " and upwards. 

The rest of the allowances are to be given as per speciflcationa given in the 
Bombay Award published in Bombay Labour Gazette Vol. XXVI Bombay, Juiie 
1947 No, 10 . 

The weaving line jobbers should be paid basic wage according to the following 
schedule on the basis of two loom weaver system.

S.R.O. 1888 .—Whereas, for the purpose of enquiring into the conditions of, and 
advising on the revision of minimum rates of wa^s in Employment in Textile 
Industry (hereinafter referred to as the Scheduled Emplo-yment), the Chief Com¬ 
missioner, Ajmer, appointed in pursuance of Section 6 of the Minimum Wages Act, 
1948 , an Advisory Cfommittee by his order No, 9 / 8 / 54 -LAB, dated the 11 th January, 
1966 . 

And whereas the said Committee has submitted its report to the Chief 
Commissioner; 

And whereas the Chief Commissioner has also consulted the Advisory Board 
appointed under section 7 of the said Act in the aforesaid matter as required under 
sub-section (i) of section 10 of the said Act; 

Now, thereforCj in exercise, of the powers conferred by sub-clause (b) of sub¬ 
section (i) of section 3 read with sub-section 3 (a) (ii) and (b) of section 3 of the 
Minimum Wages Act, 1948 , read with section 4 and sub-section ( 2 ) of section 10 
of the said Act, read with the Government of Indi^ Ministry of Labour, Notifica¬ 
tion No. LP- 24 ( 1 ), dated the 16 th March, 1949 , the (Jhief Commissioner, after con¬ 
sidering the advice of the said Committee and alter consulting the said Board is 
pleased to order as follows:— 

In supersession of his Notification No. 18 / 9 / 52 -LAB, dated the 7 th October, 
1962 , the following minimum rates of wages as mentioned in the annexure shall 
be payable to the workers employed in Tcixtile Industry in the town of Bljainagar 
in the State of Ajmer, and that the revised rates of wages shall come into force 
with effect from 1 st September, 1966 . 


ANNEXURE 

Employment in the Textile Industry in Bijainagar in the State of Ajmer. 

The following is the revised minimum basic wage and dearness allowance for 
the categories of workers in the Textile Industry at Bijainagar as shown in the 
Schedules ‘A’ to ‘C’. 
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Every Individual worker working in the Textile Mill in Bijalnagar (State of 
Ajmer) must be included in one of the occupations mentioned in the three 
schedules. 

The Employer shall not in the ease of any employee reduce his basic wage 
to a figure below the basic wage which be is drawing on the date of the 
notification. A flat rate of Rs. 26 per month shall be given as dearness allowance 
to all the employees enumerated in Schedules A to C and also to those employees 
who have not been included in the Schedules. The Employers shall not change 
designation of any employee in such a way that the basic wage of such an 
employee is reduced.
